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Mayor says £15k a year for community 
will not compensate for turbine ‘blight’ 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to build a wind 
turbine on farmland outside Haverhill 
have taken a further twist. 

In talks with Haverhill Town Council, 
applicant James Sills revealed that if the 
proposal is passed £15,000 will be given 
back to the community for every year the 
78m turbine, to be built at Nosterfield End, 
is operational. 

This information was not part of the origi¬ 
nal application submitted to St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, but Mr 
Sills chose to reveal it to prove the turbine 
would benefit the wider community. 

He said: “The reason for making this 
intention public at that stage was the felt 
need to correct comments made by town 
councillors who said that the local area 
would benefit little from the project. 

“My family has farmed near to Haverhill 
for several generations; it is important to me 
that farming continues to clearly link with 
and benefit our shared local area.” 

Town councillors agreed with a statement 
made by county councillor Julian Flood in 
their objection, in which he said the turbine 
would have a negative impact on the town. 

Their own objections, which were submit¬ 
ted in August, included worries about noise, 
visual impact and the effect the turbine 
could have on nearby Grade II listed build¬ 
ings. These were upheld in October at a 
further planning committee meeting.

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, said: “I 
don’t think the money can substitute for the 
blight on the views of Haverhill. We are not 
persuaded that it has any relevance to the 
planning arguments we’ve already raised.” 

Town clerk Will Austin said councillors 
thought it was “highly irregular” that the 
possibility of community money was not 
included in the first instance. 

Mr Sills explained that the proposed com¬ 
munity funds were not included in the sub¬ 
mission to St Edmundsbury because they 
“are not material to the planning process”. 

It has not yet been confirmed what the 
£15,000 will go towards if the turbine is 
approved - but Mr Sills has suggested one of 
the best options could be to consult with 
the community or ask a board such as ONE 
Haverhill for advice to determine where the 
funding would be best used. 

He added: “Apart from funding nearby 
community projects there are of course 
other benefits to the local area. 

“The renewable nature of the Ladygate 
wind turbine means that people can be 
proud that their local region is doing its bit 
to help alleviate the growing problem of 
climate change.”

Storm St Jude uproots tree 


THE strength of this week’s storm 
sent a tree crashing into a 
Haverhill garden. 

The garden, in School Lane, 
was invaded by the tree which 
was snapped in half by the force 
of the wind, its roots protruding 
from the ground, on Monday 
morning. 

Sharon Haytread was walking 
to work down the street when 
she spotted the damage. 

Ms Haytread, who works as 
warehouse manager for 
Figleaves, said: “The wind wasn’t 
too bad when I left but had 
obviously already started to do 
damage. 

“I noticed lots of small 
branches and leaves in School 


Lane and thought this would have 
been dangerous with all the car 
trips to school when I saw a large 
tree had fallen, snapping some of 
its roots and had landed on a 
garden wall and was taking up 
most of someone’s back garden 
space.” 

Ms Haytread, of Vetch Walk, 
Haverhill, checked that no one 
was hurt and that there wasn’t 
any damage to the house before 
moving on. 

She said: “I was actually quite 
shocked at the sight and stopped 
to make sure the house was not 
damaged and that help wasn’t 
needed and to count the 
blessings that the schoolchildren 
usually here at this time of 


morning were safely at home.” 

School Lane is home to Burton 
End Community Primary School, 
which is closed for half term. 

Storm St Jude battered the 
county, overturning a double 
decker bus in Hadleigh and a 
lorry in Mendlesham. 

Trees were also forced down 
onto cars and lorries by the wind. 

Suffolk Police urged the public 
only to make essential journeys 
during the stormy period, and 
issued safety advice for those 
who had to venture out of doors. 

The county’s police force 
received 200 weather-related 
calls between 8am and 9am - on 
average, they usually receive only 
500 in 24 hours.

Design for new town 
clock gets a big tick

ANGEL-like figures made from stain¬ 
less steel will soon be watching over 
shoppers and residents after the 
design for a town clock was passed. 

Masterminded by students from 
Samuel Ward Academy and supervised 
by Neil Williams, head of art and 
design at the school, the 
new clock will be visible 
from Jubilee Walk, as well 
as the nearby bus station 
and car park. 

The town council pro¬ 
posed to pledge £10,000 
towards Haverhill’s new 
timepiece, and at a meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday councillors 
approved the design. 

Mr Williams said: “This 
is brilliant news and once 
again a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for the young mem¬ 
bers of our schools and 
community to get a first¬ 
hand experience working 
on a community project. 

We are all over the moon. 

“We think the design we 
have come up with is very 
impressive. It’s going to be 
made entirely from stain¬ 
less steel, which will be very low-cost.” 

The clock will have three faces, which 
will be linked by the figurines and 
built on top of three prongs. 

Mr Williams explained that the 
shape of clock has been inspired by the 
Olympic torch, which journeyed 
through the town last year. 

He said: “The figures are semi-angels 
similar to the Oscar with outstretched 


arms. They’re stylised like the Rolls 
Royce figure and I think they’re very 
uplifting.” 

Students from other schools across 
the town are going to be invited to take 
part in the clock-making and members 
of the public are invited to join in too. 

Workshops will be held every Sunday 
at Samuel Ward to complete the work. 

Mr Williams said: “I don’t think it 
will take very long to build once we get 
started.” 

The town council made some sug¬ 
gestions to the existing design, includ¬ 
ing that the clock faces should be 
made larger and that they should have 
clear numerical information dis¬ 


played. 

The possibility of including Haverhill 
Town Council’s logo was also raised, 
as was the option of recognising engi¬ 
neering company Metcraft - which 
may be providing materials for the 
project - in the design. 

If the budget allows, the town coun¬ 
cil has also suggested including inter¬ 
nal lighting in the base. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: “Town 
councillors have expressed their 
thanks to the students who have 
worked so hard thus far to arrive at a 
beautiful and elegant design, which 
will stand as a statement piece of art¬ 
work for Haverhill.”

DISCOVERING you have cancer is devastating 
news whenever you hear it. 

But imagine being told you have the disease 
when you are 12 weeks pregnant and only 28 
years old. 

Now mum-of-two Kerry Farrant has fought 
off the disease and is preparing to give as much 
as she can to help others and say thank you. 

Kerry found a lump when she was pregnant 
with youngest daughter Esmay, now 3. 

After undergoing a mastectomy and chemo¬ 
therapy, Kerry was induced at 34 weeks and her 
baby girl was born weighing only 31bs 14oz. 

Post-pregnancy, Kerry, now 32, continued 
with chemotherapy and underwent radiother¬ 
apy before having reconstructive surgery. 

Kerry, of Mill Hill, Haverhill, said: “He [the 
surgeon] said it wasn’t good news and at that 
point I broke down hysterically. I was abso¬ 
lutely gobsmacked, cancer didn’t even enter my 
mind.” 

Throughout her treatment, Kerry took part in 
weekly group phonecalls through Breast 
Cancer Care, which allowed women suffering 
from the disease to connect with each other. 

Earlier this year, Kerry signed up for the 
Women V Cancer Ride the Night challenge - a 
100km cycle through London - next May for 
Breast Cancer Care, fo’s Cervical Cancer Trust 
and Ovarian Cancer Action. 

She had hoped to raise £200 as a thank-you for 
the support the charity gave to her. 

The 32-year-old said: “I think I raised that on 
the first day. I would love to hit the £3,000 
mark.” 

More than £800 has been pledged so far on 
the mum’s lust Giving page, with months to go 
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until the ride. 

Kerry, who has another daughter Lacey, 5, is 
also holding a fundraising evening at The New 
Croft, Chalkstone Way, on November 22 with 
more than 25 stalls, a tombola - and chest- 
waxing for the men. 

Two willing volunteers offered to undergo the 
beauty treatment to add to Kerry’s total - 
between them they have already raised £300. 

There’s also a raffle taking place on the night 
and the top prize is a family weekend away 
worth £150. Participants can also win £100 
cash, a luxury hamper, a L’oreal goodie bag and 
other treats donated by Haverhill’s businesses. 

Kerry said: “I had no idea at all how many 
prizes and how much help we’d get. We didn’t 
realise how generous people would be. 

“Thank you to Pete at The New Croft for let¬ 
ting us have the hall for free and also thanks to 
Highfield Event group for providing a marquee 
free of charge to enable us to invite many more 
people.” 

Kerry described husband Lee, 39, and the rest 
of her family as “rocks” during her treatment. 
She was signed off from the hospital last month. 

“I was very positive throughout everything 
and I fought it the whole way”, said Kerry. 

“I had to get up and take care of Lacey and 
Esmay was growing inside me. I had to stay 
strong.” 

Kerry’s event is taking place at The Newcroft 
on November 22 from 6pm-10pm.

A MUCH-loved former Haverhill 
mayor passed away after a year-long 
battle with cancer last week. 

Cllr Les Ager died in his sleep in the 
early hours of October 24 after suffer¬ 
ing from lymphoma. 

A major figure in the Haverhill com¬ 
munity, Cllr Ager, from Roman Way, 
Haverhill, served as town mayor on 
two occasions and has been both a 
town and borough councillor since 
2005. 

An active figure within the local arts 
scene, he conducted Haverhill Silver 
Band for 30 years, was musical direc¬ 
tor for 48 shows by the Centre Stage 
Company and did 35 years worth of 
the annual Carols for All concert. 

The father of two and grandfather of 
three was awarded the British Empire 
Medal for his services to music in 
April this year. 

Roger Andre, Haverhill Mayor, said 
of his work: “We stand alongside all 
those groups that Les supported in 
saluting his musical legacy to the 
town.” 

Will Austin, town clerk, also paid 
tribute to a “popular figure” and a 
“lovely man”. 

He said: “Our thoughts are with Les’ 
wife Jean and his family at this time. 

“Councillors will want to pay a fit¬ 
ting tribute to such a significant fig¬ 
ure in the Haverhill community.” 

He added: “On a personal note, he 
was a lovely man, who was always 
heavily involved in the community, 
even while fighting his illness. He will 
be greatly missed.” 

Cllr Ager was elected to the town 
council in January 2006, and was suc¬ 
cessful in re-election in May 2007. He 
was also voted in to represent 
Haverhill East Ward on St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. 

He took up the post of deputy mayor 
in 2007, and stepped in to lead the 
council later that year when mayor 
Ted Trebble died suddenly. 

After his mayoralty, Les continued 
to be an active town councillor, tak¬ 
ing up issues on behalf of his constitu¬ 
ents and frequently representing the 
council at events in the local area and 
further afield. 

Jim Morgan, chairman of the Centre 
Stage Company, said: “I have known 
him all my life, since I was a child. He 
did a tremendous amount of work for 


the arts in Haverhill. 

“His death was a huge shock for us. 
He was supposed to come watch the 
performance of Return to the 
Forbidden Planet the night after he 
died, so it was very sad him not being 
there.” 

Richard Pannell, secretary of the 
Haverhill Silver Band, said: “The pass¬ 
ing of Les, our band president, is sad 
news for all of us, especially those of 
us who enjoyed his steering of the 
band in the 70s and 80s from what 
was essentially a village band towards 
what it is today. 

“But his musical contributions to 
Haverhill and beyond was merely a 
part of what he did. 

“The honour of BEM that he received 
earlier this year somehow didn’t seem 
enough, an understatement.” 


Cllr Ager and his wife Jean had been 
involved in a car accident in July this 
year, which left her hospitalised for 
four months. She was due to go home 
just two days after her husband’s 
death. 

Cllr Andre added: “Our thoughts 
and condolences are with Les’ family 
at this time, and particularly with his 
wife lean. 

“I am sure the town will turn out in 
force to remember and to celebrate 
the life of a man who has truly earned 
his status as a leading Haverhillian.” 

The funeral is taking place on 
Wednesday, November 6 at the Old 
Independent Church at 11.30am. 
Family flowers only, but donations 
can be made in Cllr Ager’s memory to 
East Anglian Air Ambulance and 
Leukaemia & Lymphoma Research.

A BAPTIST minister’s son 
from Stradishall has been 
charged with hacking into 
thousands of American com¬ 
puter systems, including those 
of the US Army and NASA. 

Lauri Love, 28, was arrested 
last Friday at his home under 
the Computer Misuse Act 
(CMA) and charged by US 
authorities in New Jersey, 
where he allegedly used a serv¬ 
er. 

He has been released on 
police bail until next February. 

Love, of Ash Walk, is accused 
of breaching the US systems in 
order to steal “massive quanti¬ 
ties” of confidential data 
resulting in millions of dollars 
of losses. 

The 28-year-old was arrested 
by officers from the UK’s 
National Crime Agency (NCA) 
and is charged with one count 
of accessing a US department 
or agency computer without 
authorisation and one count of 
conspiring to do the same. 

Neighbours of his family’s 
home saw police removing 
computer equipment from the 
property over the weekend. 

Student Kayleigh Streeton, 18, 
said: “We knew there was 
something going on but it

wasn’t until we heard it on the 
news that we realised what he 
was accused of. 

“You didn’t see him around 
the estate much and, when you 
do see him out, he mostly keeps 
to himself. His parents are 
friendly with their neighbours 
and they seem like nice peo¬ 
ple.” 

His father Alexander Love, 60, 
a Baptist minister, works as a 
chaplain at HMP Highpoint 
North. His mother Sirkka-Liisa 
Love, 59, also works at the jail 
as a teacher. 

Andy Archibald, NCA spokes¬ 
man, said: “This arrest is the 


culmination of close joint 
working by the NCA, Police 
Scotland and our international 
partners. 

“Cyber-criminals should be 
aware that no matter where in 
the world you commit cyber 
crime, even from remote plac¬ 
es, you can and will be identi¬ 
fied and held accountable for 
your actions.” 

The hacking reportedly took 
place over the last 12 months. If 
convicted, Love faces a maxi¬ 
mum penalty of five years in 
prison and a $250,000 
(£155,000) fine, or twice the 
total gain or loss from the 
offence. 

Love is claimed to have 
worked alongside co-conspira- 
tors who are believed to be in 
Australia and Sweden, but nei¬ 
ther have been charged. 

US Attorney Paul Fishman 
said: “According to the indict¬ 
ment, Lauri Love and conspira¬ 
tors hacked into thousands of 
networks, including many 
belonging to the United States 
military and other agencies. 

“As part of their alleged 
scheme, they stole military 
data and personal identifying 
information belonging to ser¬ 
vicemen and women. Such 
conduct endangers the securi¬ 
ty of our country and is an 
affront to those who serve.”

COUNCILLORS and residents gathered to 
formally welcome the Jubilee Park last week. 

The extensive stretch of green space in 
Haverhill was unveiled to the public last Thursday 
more than a year after gaining planning 
permission. 

The £180,000 investment transformed the 
former site of Clements Primary School into a 
parkland area, a new playground and allotments. 

Cllr Anne Gower, St Edmundsbury Cabinet 
member for Haverhill said: “It was named to 
celebrate the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee and I 
hope it is enjoyed for many years to come”. 

Previously, St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
had been inundated with applications for 
allotments, with as much as a 70-strong waiting 
list when the plan finally gained approval in 
March 2012. 

The cost of the entire project has been about 
£150,000, including around £30,000 for the play 
equipment.

INSTEAD of spending his 
milestone birthday in the 
comfort of his own home, 
businessman Bruce Davidson 
did something a bit different.

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Pet owner’s 
anti-freeze 
cat warning 


A PET owner has spoken out about 
about the “heart-breaking” death 
of her cat due to anti freeze poi¬ 
soning. 

As winter approaches, veterinary 
nurse Jody Blyth-Tancock has 
urged pet owners to familiarise 
themselves with the signs, such as 
vomiting, seizures, excessive 
drinking and increased urination, 
to avoid unnecessary deaths. 

Ethylene glycol, a toxin found 
commonly in antifreeze, has a 
sweet taste but can quickly lead to 
death if treatment isn’t accessed 
quickly. 

Jody, who works for the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT), in Kentford, 
said: “Poor Marshal’s passing 
came as such a shock for so many 
reasons. The last thing I would 
have suspected was antifreeze poi¬ 
soning, particularly as the cold 
weather was yet to hit.” 

She returned to her home to find 
her eight-year-old Bengal-cross 
cat, displaying a severe stiffness in 
his posture. She examined Marshal 
for any obvious problems but

couldn’t find any so she kept him 
indoors overnight to monitor his 
behaviour. 

Over the next 24 hours, Marshal 
did not improve and began vomit¬ 
ing so Jody took him to the AHT’s 
Small Animal Centre for further 
examinations which revealed his 
renal values were incredibly high. 

This indicated Marshal had 
ingested ethylene glycol and his 
kidneys were giving up. 

Jody said: “It was heart-breaking 
to watch him deteriorate so rapid¬ 
ly, and highlights how quickly you 
have to act when poisoning is sus¬ 
pected. 

“I just hope that Marshal’s death 
will not be in vain and his story 
will help to avoid other animals 
suffering the same fate, and save 
other pet owners from suffering 
the heartbreak of losing their 
beloved pet.”

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Ttova speaks of her 

new life as a woman 


After 23 years in the army, Trevor Askey left his job and his wife 
to follow his dream - of living the rest of his life as a woman - and 
marrying his childhood sweetheart, Victoria. Emma Higginbotham 
reports.

LIFE CHANGE: Treva married childhood sweetheart Victoria. 


A RRIVING to meet Treva 
and Victoria Askey, I’m not 
quite sure what to expect. 

I know that Treva 
is undergoing gender 
reassignment - born Trevor, the 
42-year-old was in the army for 
more than two decades, but is 
now living as a woman. Will she 
be dolled up to the nines, with 
spidery lashes, high heels and a 
flouncy frock? 

Of course not. Treva 
(pronounced ‘Treeva’) is dressed 
much the same as her wife, and 
much the same as any woman 
would at home, in jeans and a 
T-shirt - and pink fluffy slippers. 

Snuggled up together on the 
sofa and always quick to laugh, 
it’s impossible not to warm to 
the couple, who married just 
over two years ago. But it’s been 
an incredibly difficult journey 
for both of them, a journey that 
began nearly 30 years ago. 

Victoria will never forget 
seeing Trevor for the first time. 

At 13, she’d just moved to a 
Lincolnshire village with her 
family; Trevor was two years 
older to the day. “I was walking 
with my mate, he went past 
on his bike, and I was like ‘Oh 
my God, he’s gorgeous!’ My 
mate said ‘Don’t look, don’t 
look’, because people thought 
you were a bit of a bully at 
school, didn’t they?” she says, 
turning to Treva. “You were 
unapproachable.” 

“I didn’t know what was going 
on with myself, so I just kept 
everyone else away from me,” 
shrugs Treva. “Something was 
wrong, but I didn’t know what, 
so I’ve always pushed everyone 
away.” 

Even so, Victoria, who 
“fancied him something 
chronic”, eventually broke 
through his tough exterior, and 
they began dating. “It was only 


for a couple of weeks, and then 
he started being obnoxious and 
told me to go away,” she says. “In 
hindsight I think it was probably 
because I was getting too close. I 
was devastated.” 

At 16, Trevor joined the Royal 
Engineers, “to be a man; I was 
trying to prove myself,” and they 
lost contact. Victoria married 
at 18, but the marriage turned 
violent and quickly fell apart; 
a year later, she found herself 
living with her baby son in a 
women’s refuge. 

Meanwhile, Trevor was 
involved in a horrific road 
accident while serving in Kenya. 
Driving an army doctor and a 
soldier to a hospital, he struck 
a car that pulled out in front 
of him. Trevor badly damaged 
his back; the doctor was killed. 
Back in the UK, Victoria sensed 
something was wrong. 

“I had a dream that something 
bad had happened,” she recalls. 
“I can’t remember what the 
dream was, but I remember 
waking up and thinking ‘Oh my 
God, if anything happens to 
Trevor, nobody would tell me’, 
and I wasn’t having that. 

“So I sent a Christmas card 
with my telephone number, 
saying ‘Are you all right?’ And 
you weren’t great, were you?” 

The couple, who hadn’t seen 
each other for five years, met up, 
“and we chatted all day, and had 
way too many alcopops,” laughs 
Victoria, “and then I proposed,” 
adds Treva. “You get a sense that 
you should be with someone, 
don’t you? It was just ‘Hmm, 
hang on a minute, maybe I 
shouldn’t have pushed her away 
when I did, and that’s the person 
I should be with’.” 

But Victoria, still reeling from 
her violent marriage, said no. 

“I was gutted,” admits Treva, 

“but if someone makes a choice 


it’s their choice, you can’t force 
them to do something.” Once 
again, the couple lost touch. 

By now in his early 20s, Trevor 
was beginning to realise that 
he was, in fact, a woman in a 
man’s body. “I saw something 
on TV about someone who’d 
gone through transition, and 
I thought ‘Hang on a minute, 
that’s me...'” 

But rather than facing the 
situation, Trevor avoided it 
further; he got married - and 
stayed married for 14 years. “I 
was just conforming to society. I 
covered it up. Everything I read 
about these people said that 
they were shunned, punched, 
kicked, killed... so I just played 
along, played the game.” 

But that nagging feeling 
wouldn’t go away and, whenever 
he had time to himself, Trevor 
would put on women’s clothes 
that he’d bought online. “I 
started dressing up to be more 
relaxed; just casual clothes and 
jewellery, just to be comfortable. 
Later on, my wife used to go to 
her mum’s every other weekend, 
so that was something to look 
forward to. She must have 
thought ‘Why is he trying to get 
rid of me?”’ 

It wasn’t until 2001 that the 
couple met again, after finding 
each other on Friends Reunited. 
And, although they both had 
long-term partners (Victoria 
went on to have two more sons, 
now aged 10 and 6), they’d meet 
up every year or so for coffee, 
and spend hours “putting the 
world to rights” - and avoiding 
their feelings for each other. “I 
still fancied the pants off you,” 
shrugs Victoria. 

By 2007, Trevor decided that 
the time had come to open up 
about his gender issues, and the 
obvious confidante was Victoria. 
Telling her, via an online MSN 
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chat, was “the hardest thing I’ve 
done. The thing is, you know you 
want to be with someone, and you 
know that that someone likes you, 
but they like the person you’ve been 
pretending to be. So what’s going to 
happen?” 

And Victoria’s reaction? “I was just 
really upset that you hadn’t told me 
before,” she says. “I said ‘Why didn’t 
you tell me years ago?”’ 

They arranged to meet, but 
Victoria accidentally missed a 
digit on the phone number she’d 
given him; Trevor thought it was 
deliberate and, once again, cut 
off contact. “You tell someone a 
big thing, they give you a dodgy 
number... So I thought OK, I’ll wash 
my hands of you.” 

“He disappeared for three 
years,” adds Victoria. “But I made 
a conscious decision to send an 
email every week, just so the line of 
communication was open. But he 
never replied.” 

Until 2010, that is. Out of the blue, 
Victoria started receiving spam 
emails from Trevor’s email account, 
“so I sent a message saying ‘Stop 
sending me these bloody emails!”’. 
To her astonishment, he answered. 

“I nearly had kittens,” she laughs. 
“It said ‘I’m not sending you dodgy 
emails, I’m really sorry’. So I sent 
one back saying ‘Oh my God, you’ve 
replied! How are you?’ And you sent 
one back saying ‘I’m fine, learning 
to live the single life. 

Once again, the couple met up, 
but this time it felt different: this 
time they faced up to the fact that 
they were meant to be together. 
Victoria left her partner, and the 
couple had their first official date in 
September 2010. 

New Year’s Eve the same year 
proved to be a momentous 
occasion: Trevor dressed in women’s 
clothes, then Victoria made her 
over: it was the first time anyone 
had seen Trevor as Treva. How did 
she look? “Cute,” smiles Victoria. 
“Cute as a button.” 

The night was also significant for 
another reason: again there was a 
marriage proposal, but this time it 
came from Victoria. 

In September 2011, Trevor, who’d 
been based at Waterbeach, retired 
from the army; they married two 
weeks later and settled in Ramsey. 
Within days Treva started taking 
small steps on her journey to 
womanhood, first wearing a bra 
(“under a massive coat,” grins 
Victoria), then nail varnish and 
women’s boots in public. 

The next step was to reveal 
all to friends and family. They 
told Victoria’s parents and her ex 
first, because of the children, but 
everyone else found out in one 
hit when Treva posted a letter on 
Facebook. 

To the couple’s surprise - but 
delight - everyone was incredibly 
positive. “People have said ‘There 
was something about you, but... 
yeah, it makes sense now’,” says 
Treva. 

Since then, she has been taking 


hormone pills which have given 
her a bust, and six months ago 
had a nose job (“my nose was 
humungous!”). She’s also been 
having regular electrolysis to tackle 
facial hair growth, Botox to soften 
her brow, and hopes to have her 
sex change operation as soon as 
possible. 

Do people stare? “People stare,” 
she nods. “Let’s say we go to Tesco’s. 

I concentrate on shopping, Victoria 
concentrates on people watching: 
if we get a funny look from a group 
of lads or something, we just move 
on.” 

“You get people looking and 
smiling, as if to say ‘Oh bless’,” says 
Victoria, “and then you get the ‘Oh 
my God!’ stares, the nasty looks. 
Which is rare round here. We’ve had 
no abuse, just looks.” 

“We’ve got cyber friends who are 
going through transition and they’re 
going through hell; they walk down 
the street and get abuse hurled at 
them, but people round here have 
been absolutely brilliant,” agrees 
Treva. 

The parents in the playground 
have been completely accepting, 
she adds, as have Victoria’s children, 
who’ve taken it all in their stride: 
“The young one says ‘He’s my 
stepmum’,” she smiles. 

So how do people see them as 
a couple? “Strange!” they say in 
unison. Does that, I ask Victoria, 
make you a lesbian? “I love the 
way you said that,” she chuckles, 
mimicking my earnest tone. 

“We get asked it by people quite 
often. Yeah, if you want to label 
it, we’re lesbians. But we’re not, 
because she hasn’t had the op yet. 

To me she’s a woman with dangly 
bits, that’s all.” And do they have 
a sexual relationship? “Yes; it’s not 
‘sex’ sex, it’s - intimacy,” says Treva. 

So what would Treva’s advice be 
to someone who may also feel as 
though they’re trapped in the wrong 
body? 

“Do it younger. It’s so much easier 
when your body hasn’t formed; and 
people are much more accepting 
these days.” 

And does Victoria think she’d 
have felt the same way had Trevor 
become Treva earlier? “Oh God 
yeah, absolutely - because I was in 
love with the person,” she says. 

“They always say marriage is 
better second time around, but 
when you’re with the person you 
should have been with in the first 
place, then it’s awesome.”

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Japanese maples are 


AS AUTUMN leaves begin to 
change colour, Hannah Stephenson 
admires the Japanese maple, with 
its spectacular foliage which can 
range from burnt orange and yel¬ 
low to burgundy and everything in

between. 

They are among the most spec¬ 
tacular sights of autumn, as their 
leaves turn sizzling shades of red, 
burnt orange and yellow. 

Japanese maples, or acers, maybe 
expensive but they are still as popu¬ 
lar as ever, possibly because there 
are varieties for almost every situa¬ 
tion, even if you have the smallest 
urban garden. 

With slow-growing types that are 
suitable for pots, larger varieties 
which can create stunning back¬ 
drops and those which will drape 
above smaller rock plants, in wood¬ 
land settings or as a framework to 
ponds, there’s no excuse not to have 


a Japanese maple in your garden. 

They will grow happily on acid or 
alkaline soils, need sun for good fo¬ 
liage colour but should be kept clear 
of biting winds, which will burn 
their delicate foliage, or drought, 
which will cause their leaves to go 
brown at the tips. 

However, they’re not keen on 
chalk, so the soil needs to be lime 
free and preferably slightly acidic. 
I’ve had Acer palmatum var. dis- 
sectum ‘Garnet’ in ericaceous com¬ 
post in a pot for five years and it has 
thrived, being kept well watered and 
sheltered from harsh winds. Replac¬ 
ing the surface compost of the pot 
with new compost every year will 


a treat 

also help keep the nutrients flowing 
in a permanent planting. 

Alternatively, plant them in large 
pots of John Innes loam-based 
compost for the best results, or a 
compost of equal parts John Innes 
No 2 and a soil-less multipurpose 
compost, which hangs on to water 
and nutrients more effectively. 

Among the best for autumn 
leaves is the Acer griseum, whose 
foliage turns orange and brilliant 
red in autumn, and which has the 
added interest of craggy, peeling 
bark in shades of orange-brown and 
cinnamon, which is most notice¬ 
able in winter when the tree is bare. 
It grows to around 10m (30ft).

Wrapping up 

for the winter 


I LOOKED out on my patio a few days ago 
to see a pelargonium I planted back in May 
coming into flower yet again, at a time when 
most of my summer pots have been emptied. 

Despite a lot of rain, it's been a mild Octo¬ 
ber, and this may lull many of us into a false 
sense of security about how long we leave it 
before offering our plants some protection 
from the winter chill. 

As I live in a frost pocket, the pelargonium 
is going to come under cover soon. If you 
have pots of pelargoniums (bedding gera¬ 
niums) which you want to enjoy next year, 
put them inside too, in a light, frost-free 
place such as a slightly heated greenhouse, a 
sheltered porch next to the house or an un¬ 
heated spare room or conservatory, cutting 
them back to 10cm (4in). Don't expose them 
to warm central heating or they'll just wilt 
when you put them out next year. 

Fuchsias, which lose their leaves entirely 
and spend winter looking like bare sticks, will 
need the same treatment. You'll hardly need 
to water them at all until growth resumes in 
spring, at which point you can repot them 
into John Innes No 2 potting compost and 
harden them off before placing them outside 
when the risk of frost has passed. 

Marguerites (Argyranthe-

mums) will also not stand any frost and are 
best dug up and potted, cut back by half 
and kept in a dry, cool, frost-free place that 
has sunlight through the winter, like a cool 
greenhouse. Water them sparingly to keep 
their roots dry until spring, when you can 
start to water them more frequently. 

If your garden has a Mediterranean theme, 
you're likely to need to protect other vulner¬ 
able plants, such as cannas, olive trees, gin¬ 
ger lilies and dahlias, which may not survive 
winter frosts. 

Leave dahlia tubers in the ground until the 
foliage has been blackened by frost, which 
may be as late as November, then cut the 
plants down to around 15cm (6in) from the 


ground and dig up the tubers. Shake off the 
soil, wash the tubers and turn them upside 
down so the moisture drains out of the 
hollow stems. When they've dried off, hang 
them in nets in a shed or store them in stack¬ 
ing trays with plenty of holes for ventilation. 

Cannas need to be cut down before winter 
and mulched heavily, or dug up and put into 
pots only slightly bigger than their ball of 
roots, filling the gaps with compost, and kept 
in a frost-free place, ideally under the staging 
in a greenhouse. 

Other plants that form tubers such as 
ginger lilies are best dug up at the end of 
the season, the top growth cut off with 
secateurs and then the tubers stored until 
spring in dry potting compost in a cool, frost- 
free place like a garage or shed. They can 
be planted out next year when all danger of 
frost has passed. 

Pots of tender exotics such as citrus, palms 
and oleander which have graced your patio 
in summer will need to be moved back under 
cover, either into a cool conservatory or 
frost-free greenhouse, and will need to be 
watered sparingly throughout the winter. 

If your tender plants are simply too big 
to move, then wrapping them in hessian or 
horticultural fleece may be the answer.

A cordless future for e-Volvos? 



VOLVO: No need for wires and plugs soon 


VOLVO has been a partner in 
an advanced research pro¬ 
ject that has studied the pos¬ 
sibilities of inductive charg¬ 
ing for electric vehicles - and 
the results show that this 
technology for transferring 
energy via an electromag¬ 
netic field has a promising 
future. 

“Inductive charging has 
great potential. Cordless 
technology is a comfortable 
and effective way to conven¬ 
iently transfer energy. The 
study also indicates that it is 
safe,” says Lennart Stegland, 
vice president, Electric 
Propulsion System at Volvo 
Car Group. 

Inductive charging uses an 
electromagnetic field 
instead of a cord to transfer 
energy between two objects. 


An induction coil creates an 
alternating electromagnetic 
field from a charging base 
station. A second induction 
coil in the portable device 
picks up power from the 
electromagnetic field and 
converts it back into an elec¬ 
trical energy that charges 


the battery. This technology 
is common in electrical 
home appliances such as 
electrical toothbrushes but 
is not yet available to charge 
electric cars. 

“With inductive charging, 
you simply position the car 
over a charging device and 


charging starts automatical¬ 
ly. We believe that this is one 
of the factors that can 
increase the customer’s 
acceptance of electrified 
vehicles,” says Stegland. 

The completed research 
project, which included 
inductive charging for cars 
and buses, was initiated by 
Flanders’ Drive, the knowl¬ 
edge centre of the automo¬ 
tive industry in Belgium. It 
featured a consortium of 
companies including Volvo, 
who supplied the car for the 
project: a Volvo C30 Electric 
with a power output of 89 kW 
(120bhp). 

“The tests demonstrated 
that our Volvo C30 Electric 
can be fully charged without 
a power cable in around 2.5 
hours,” concluded Stegland.

Paffett has to 
settle for ninth 
in final DTM 
race of 2013 


Gary Paffett finished a 
disappointing ninth in an 
eventful final race of the 2013 
DTM season in Hockenheim. 

He struggled for pace in the 
dry and the 32-year-old driver 
qualified in 16th place with 
lack of speed the main issue. 

The wet weather on race 
day was more to Paffett’s 
liking and his Euronics 
Mercedes AMG C-Coupe 
showed good pace early on.

“I’m disappointed with how 
we qualified as the team 
worked so hard to find some 
speed in between races. 

“I did enjoy the race when 
we were quick. I was able to 
catch up and make some 
passes. 

“We’ll work hard on trying 
to find the pace we need for 
next year and hopefully come 
back even stronger.” 
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
